When the full Republican State
Tifkot was known in Wheeling there
was the usual general expression of

opinion about iti morits, by members
of both parties. 'Evory Republican
ettn was entirely eatistled with its

makeup, and those who know the candidatesbest were delighted. The nominationof Mr. Davis for governor and

Mr. Hyer for auditor, known the night
before, were heartily approvod by Bopublicans,even by those who wanted
somebody else to fill those positions on

the ticket, and every new nomination
announced on the Intelligencik's
bulletins seemed to cause greater and
greater satisfaction.
The only demur heard from a Repub-

Jican was a complaint or two that Ohio
county and the Pan Handle had not receivedany of the big plums. Several
responses were heard to this. One
prominent Republican remarked:
"Ohio county has the Congressional
nomination, and it was only fair that
any other good thine for the First districtshould go to the south end. Besides,-Mr. Campbell's nomination for
elector will wonderfully strengthen the
ticket"

Another Republican said: "I would
have bcon surprised if Ohio county or

any of her neighbors had got anything
that any other section wanted. Flore
was Ohio county had a candidate for j
governor, one for auditor, one for superintendentof schools and one for at-

tornoy general, while Brooke county
had a candidate lor auauor ana jiurBhallcounty one for attorney gonoral.
Nobody could do renllv effective work
for one of thoso without antagonizing
all the othorg. If the l'an Handle had
united on any one of theso offices and
pushed her man for it, Bhe could have 1
got it easily."
Mr. T. S. Riley, Democratic candidate

for attornoy general, on whose nomina-
tion there was such kicking among
Ohio county Democrats, was quoted
yestorday as sayiqg the Republican
ticket was the weakest that could have
been chosen. An equally prominent
Democrat stopped a young lady on the
street, showed her a list of names of the
candidates and proceeded to dogcant on

tbo weakness of each to an auditor who
probably cared as little who wore tho
Republican nominees as she did who
was king of Dabomy.
Another Democrat, and probably a

wiser one, said to one of those who were

gleefully belittling the Huntington
tickot: "Don't you imagine we aro goingto have any dress parade campaign.
I know all those nominees but two,
and they are as bard men to beat as

they could have chosen."
Most Republicans had their favorites

among tbo nominees. Some thought ;l
Mr. Davis the strongest, some .Mr.
Hyer, others Mr. Miller. But no Re-
publican was heard to express an ,

opinion that a man on the ticket whs
weak. It is recognized as a good, even,
deserving ticket, and every Wheeling
Republican is for it enthusiastically.

A GOLD STORAGE HOUSE
To Be Built In WheelingBefore the

Winter la Over.

HANDY FOR THE COMMISSION MEN,
*Who Bjr Its Means Can Mako tho

Fruit Season Extend Overthe Whole
Winter.Lake loo a Drug in the Market,and Not In it With the ArtificialIce.

It is wonderful what a change in toe

ice business a reduction of a few degrees
in the temperature makes. During the
pbonomenally hot weather ol last week
the Intilliqencxb contained an article
describing tbo scenes around the
Wheeling Ice and Storage Company's
plant. Ice wagons wero described as

waiting for sevan, eight and nino hours
for a chance to load up. Yesterday the
reporter visited the plant again. The
wagons still" have to wait a little, as

they all get tlioro nearly at the same

time, but as tlioro ara comparatively
few of them, thoy all get their loads on
in two or three hours.
None of the ice dealers in Wheeling

handle lake ice any more. To tike out
the supply from its ice tanks, the
VVhooling Ice and Storage Company
during the past two weeks has purchasedforty car loads of lakoice. While
the company was unable to fully supplyill customers with artificial ice, tho
lake oil was gladly taken by them. Now
that mo famine is over, however, and
everybody can get the artificial product,nobody wants the lake ice. The
company still has two car loads, and
vesterday a dealer, who formerly
handled lako ice. waited threo hours
until he could get the artificial manufacture.
During the hot spell tho want of a

storage house for ice was brought homo
to tho company. Had there been some
way rjy wnicn icecouiu nave oeen uioruu

away,to be utilized during hot weather,
the company would not have been
compelled to send oil' for lake ice. The
capacity of tho plant is sixty tons every
twonty-four hours. If the plant were
worked to its full capacity for four
montliB, it could produce all the ico tho
city consumes during the entire year.
Having no storago capacity to amount
to much, the machinory can only bo
run to produco ice according to the demand,and when the demand becomes
excessive tho suoply falls short.
To obviate this inconvenience, to

save the money paid in freights for lakt
ico, and believing that it will bo a good
business venture, the company intonds
to build an ice homo and cold storage
warehouse. The ice house will havo a

capacity of eight hundred or a thousandtons, thus enabling the company
to Block up, without any trouble, as the
warm weather approaches. Tho neod
of a cold storage warehouse for fruits
and meats has long been felt. last
January the stockholders voted to increasethe present capital stock of
$100,000 to $125,000. Tho additional
stock has not yet boen put upon the
market, but will be soon. The ice warehouseand cold storage building will be
orected by the first of December. The
company would like to build it sooner,
but as during hot weather all its enernlaomiiatKn t/\ fha manllfnnt.

ure of Ice, it will not start on the new
buildings until fail.
Tho cold storage building will be dividedup into rooms of different temperature.It will be used for preservingbutter, eggs, cheeso, fresh and dried

fruits and meats, and for freezing
poultry and game or anything else
which will not sufTor from being frozen
stiff. It will be poisible for commissionmerchants to put berries, grapes,
oranges, lemons and other fruits in cold
storage, and extend the fresh fruit seasonover the entiro winter. When
lemons took a jump of $1 50 a box a few
weoka ago, it was the commission merchantsin New York and other places*
where cold storage warehouses aro a
common thing, who made the money.
Some waa made here in Wheeling, but
had there been some way of presorving
the fruit, a good deal more would have
been made. As it was, a good many
boxes of lemons were lost, owing to
their porishable nature.
Cold storage will be a good thing for

the fruit packers. At present they have
to work up tholr fruit, berries especially,in a short time. With cold storago
tnoy can pack them away in the cold
house and ao tho work more leisurely
and preserve double tho amount with
their present manufacturing capacity.
FRIGHTENED TUREWORKERS.
An Elflotrio Car Runt Awny and Scares

and to enable the operator to have controlof his brake, it is necessary to
wrap tho chain around the rear brake
poBt two or three timos. Operator
Grump had dono this, and waa bringingtho car no with fortv-four nnssoniruru
aboard, two of whom wore woraon.
Near tho top of the hill, on the south

side of Boggs run, the operator noticed
that the car wag going too fast, consideringthat the power was turnod oil. He
turned his brake, but found that he
could not stop the car. Knowing that
the rear brake had been loosened he
jumped off the front platform to board
the ronr. The car was going at n rapid
gait, but he succeeded in boarding tho
platform and turning the brake. At
that moment some one on tho front
platform cast looso the brake, and the
car, which had become somewhat
checked in its flight, started off again.
The operator again jumped off and
managed to reach the front platform,
where ho put the brake on and at last
succeeded in stopping tho car. It had
climbed the railroad embankment
nearly as far as tho B. A 0. tracka, so

great was the momentum.

everybody in it tried to get out Those
who'jumped off alighted on all portions
of their bodies but their feet. Une man
was thrown against the board walk and
had his arm badly skinned.
